These remark* are not on- 
ly applicable fo this Valley, but 
to my dull of labor iu general. 
I am trying to hit every body. 

On Friday, Aug. 23, brother 
Hockmau took me to the home 
of brother George Copp, sen., an 
uncle t-i brother George 'A. Copp. 
fitster Copp is much itfflkted, 
:nid th< ir children have alt gone 
out for themselves, tind the par- 
ents expect soon to make their 
.home with one of them. 

In the afternoon I, attended a 
riunday school picnic at Fiaher'e 
II ill grove ; but please don't tell 
-anybody. I did not do anything 
out of the way ; they celled on 
me Tor a sieech, hut I only made 
a few feeble remarks, and told 
them to have a nice time and try 
to be as good as they could be on 
ruieh un occasion. I met some 
of our brethren and sisters there, 
■Vst did not see them do anything 
wrong. Brother Fuukhouser 
took ine home with him from 
the Park, and thence to the 
wchool house /it Tom's Brook 
where I preached to a small 
congregation. Accompanied 

brother John Leedy to bis house. 
Tie is a minister iu 'be Brethren 
church, and I was pleased to 
make his acquaintance. He is 
willing to work, but like many 
of us regret i that he is not bet- 
ter qua I ttied for the work, and is, 
auder difficulties, now prepar- 
ing for it. 

On Saturday morning brother 
Geo. A. Copp met me at Tom's 
'Brook and touk me to brother 
Philip Wisrasn's, Dear Union. 
Had a good interview with 
brother Copp during our ride of 
about ten miles. Tried to per- 
made him to take up the minis- 
try and prepare tor its duties. 
He is an intelligent, devoted 
young brother, and I believe 
would aacewd in ihe Master's 
work. Hope he will yet consent 
rto do so. 

Brother Philip VVisnian bad 
died on the 26tb of last July, at 
■tiie age vi 68 yearn, 5 months 
-«jh1 19 days, and the old sister 
was still very sad over Iter loss. 
Her son, brother P. Wm. Wis- 
mati, has since married and lives 
with her in the same bouse. 


I preached at the free church 
at Union, od Saturday and Sun- 
day evenings. I addressed the 
Sunday school on Sunday morn- 
ing, of which brother John H, 
Wisman ia Superintendent, and 
at 10 : 80 attended services by 
Rev. Bushong, of Woodstock, 
Lutheran minister. He invited 
me into his pulpit, which invita- 
tion I accepted. He took for bis 
text the words "If ye know these 
thingB happy are ye if ye do 
them" bnt the text would have 
suited him much better if it 
would read "Happy are ye if ye 
do not do them." But he did it 
up as well as it could be done 
from his point of view, and re- 
ferred to me very kindly. He 
asked me to close with prayer, 
which I did, I think, without 
compromising the teachings of 
the gospel. At five o'clock in 
the evening it was my turn and 
I turned the gospel side up. 
Don't think that the Brethren 
cause lost anything by the inves- 
tigation. However, the brethren 
there wilt report upon that part 
of the work, alter the leaven has 
had time to work. 

Visited at brother John II 
Wisman'a, who brought me to 
Wm »l stuck on Monday, and 
bought me a ticket to Quicks- 
burg, my next pot ut. At Quicks 
burg I was met by brother Geo. 
W. Kirby and taken to his house 
at Forest vi lie, and preached iu 
the free church that night. On 
Tuesday I diued at sister Mary 
U. Zirkle's, and in the afternoon 
brother Wm. L. Kirby brought 
me to Quickaburg, and after an 
hours ride on the B. A O. R. R., 
I landed at Liuville, where I 
was met by Elder Jacob Spitzer 
and conveyed to his house, near 
Cherry Grove poBt-office, Preach 
ed at the Mount Zion church, on 
the lands of brother Spitzer, 
Tuesday and Wednesday even- 
ings. On Wednesday Mr. Allen 
Spitzer and wife, of Newark, 
Ohio, brother to Elder Spitzer 
came on a visit. Brother John 
M. Hill lives on the place and 
farms for brother Spitzer. On 
Thursday brother S, gave me a 
liberal donation to the college, 
and conveyed me via Harrison 
burg to brother Joseph Bow- 
man's, a distance of about eleven 
miles, Brother Bowman then 
took me to the Mountain Grove 
church, where I preached that 
evening and Friday evening. 
On the way thither we enjoyed 
hospitalities at the house of Mr. 
Peter Pontz, who has been much 
afflicted with rheumatism, but is 
cheerful withal. Visited iu the 
above neighborhood at brethren 
Wm. and Jacob F. Koontz, 
James A, Beckgone's, J. Col- 
lier's, and old Mrs. Hay nee, who 
is afflicted. On Saturday I had 
a good interview with brother 
Isaac D_ Bowman, ayouug minis- 
ter of this church. Found him 
quite intelligent, and entertain- 
ing, with a slight inclination to 
dive after the deep things of the 
gospel. He has fine perception 
aud good memory, and I am 
hopeful of good work from him 
by and by. 

In the afternoon brother Col- 
lier took me to brother Jos. Bow- 
man's again, and I preached in 
the school house near by on Sat- 
urday evening and Sunday fore- 
noon, and had the pleasure of 
making the acquaintance ot 
brother Bowman's family, though 
sister Bowman was afflicted with 
neuralgic pains iu her bead. 
Here I also met brother Wm. G.

intellect. The burden of his.

He is stopping with 
friends in this neighborhood, 
and came to brother Bowman's 
to meet me, and we had a pleas- 
ant interview. 

It. the evening brother Bow- 
man to«k me to the Mr, Olive 
church, where I preached that 
evening and Monday evening, 
and visited at Chas. T. VanLeer's, 
John C, Engelh age's, Wm. F. 
Bontz, Henry Miller's, John M. 
Bowman's and Isaac D. Bow- 
man's. At this appointment 
iht/e was much inquiry after 
brother Bashor. Some claim 
that he is under promise to visit 
them again soon ; it so he should 
fulfill hie piomise. He did a 
great wark for the Lord in this 
community several years ago, 
and I believe that a few necks 
work in this field would be pro- 
ductive of much good. Brother 
McFaden is expected in October, 
and I hope the Lord will bless 
his labors.

No ConventloD till next Year 

Bro. E L. Yoder, Chairman of 
tha National Executive Commit 
tee writes us the following;: 

Dear Brother :— I have come to the 
following conclusion about the conven- 
tion ' Nov. 11th Is too close at hand 
to arrange tor the proposed convention 
so as to give general satisfaction and 
make it a success. It will be better to 
postpone the matter until next spring, 
snd in the mean time use evnry effort 
to harmonize the discordant elements 
which will not be hard to do. Your 
editorial in No. 32 has the true ring 
and if the brethren are once educated 
up to the idea contained iu that article 
we can bold a convention and hold 
It wltb safety and with prorH. The 
brethren must be taught to abandon 
the ides t)i at the convention Is to be 
held to define our faith, make a creed 
or ordain laws ; and when the assur- 
ance can be given Hint no such thing 
will be attempted, all opposition to a 
convention will disappear. 

The matter is therefore die 
missed, as far as holding a con- 
vention this fall :a concerned. 
All who have studied the situa- 
tion, see the necessity of a Con- 
vention, and knowing the great 
benefit that the Cause would have 
received from such a meeting 
tbie fall, we were loath to aban- 
don the project, although we did 
not want one so late in the sea- 
son. 

We trust now, however, that 
the National Committee will not 
drop the matter until a time is set 
for a convention. Let us know 
when it shall he, so that we feel 
at rest. Bro. Yoder favors the 
principles set forth in the article 
he mentions, they are favored by 
brother Brown and many other 
brethren, and if the Executive 
Committee favor then, as a body, 
then the interests of the church 
will be well served by calling a 
Convention some time next year, 
with the understanding that the 
deliberations are to be governed 
by such principles. 

The fear that wo are about to 
fall into a legislative body and 
assume the prerogatives of God 
aud Christ is what called forth 
Opposition to a conference this 
fall. The next conference should 
make careful provisions against 
this danger, or we may, sooner or 
later, repeat the history of the 
Puritans. They left Europe to 
enjoy religious liberty, and they 
came to this continent and fram- 
ed the notorious Blue Laws, 
which had no more righteousness 
in them than the laws they com- 
plained about. 

As we are to wait longer, we 
much prefer waiting another 
year from this time. The fall is 
many times preferable to any 
other season of the year for hold- 
ing conventions. Taking all in 
all, the first week in October, or 
the last one in September is the 
most favorable time. At this 


n of the year, farm work la 
not pressing in any part of the 
United States, and the beat is not 
oppressive as it iein Jnne. Then 
this Is a season when many peo- 
ple visit friends and relatives, and 
many coming to the convention 
could continue their virit and 
thus utilize the advantage of re- 
duced rates on railroads for this 
purpaee. 

In September or October the 
weather will not be so hot as to 
be oppressive, and not so cool as 
to require artificial heat to be 
comfortable in houses where en- 
tertainment is secured. 

There ia no farther necessity 
of discussing the matter of hold- 
ing a convention this fall, but it 
is in order now to say what is 
bost in preparing for one in the 

ftttUM. 

We again invite the Executive 
Committee to a consideration of a 
proposition to fix a time now tor 
holding one next year, and an 
expression by brethren who are 
interested may aid in fixing the 
time so as to be most satisfactory 
to all. 


Argument of Conceaaluii on the 
Love Feast, 
J. K, L. Gieseler. — The coven- 
ant supper of Jesus was solemn- 
ized hi an actual evening meal. 

While the Jewish Christians 
of Palestine retained the entire 
Moiaio Law, and consequently 
the Jewish festivals, the Gentile 
Christians observed also the Sab- 
bath aud the Passover with ref- 
erence to the last .scenes of Je- 
sus' life, but without Jewish 
superstitions. In addition to 
these, Sunday as the day of 
Christ's resurrection was devoted 
to religious services. — Vol. 1, 
page 93. 

The most important in this 
festival was the Passover day, 
the 14th of Nisan, which, after 
it bad been properly spent in 
fasting, closed with a Christian 
paschal meal, (Love FeaBt and 
Eucharist.) In the Christian as- 
semblies the Jewish Passover 
was at first kept up, but observed 
with reference to Christ. — 
Church History, vol. 1, page 166, 
Davidson's translation. 

John L. Mosheim. — The Chris- 
tians of this oentury [second] 
consecrated anniversary festivals, 
in memory of the Savior's death 
and resurrection, and of the 
descent of the Holy Spirit upon 
the Apostles. The day in re- 
membrance of Christ's dying and 
expiating the sine of men, was 
called the Passover or Easter, 
(Pascba,) because they supposed 
that Christ was crucified on the 
same day in which the Jews 
kept their Paesover. But in 
observing this festival, the Chris- 
tians of Asia Minor differed from 
other Christiana, and especially 
from those of Rome. Both fast- 
ed on what was called the great 
week, that on which Christ 
died; and in remembrance of 
the last supper oi our Savior, 
they held a sacred feast, — 
Church History, vol. 1, book 1, 
century 2nd, part 2nd, chapter 4, 
Murdock's translation. 

After an article or two more, 
the ancients and the testimonies 
they give in support of the Love 
Feast, as apologies to the Heath- 
ens, will be taken up. 


Brother Mason has something 
to write about close communion 
in this number. He uses no per- 
sonalities. We commend an ex- 
amination of this feature ot his 
article and wish all who write 
on this theme would do as be baa 
done.
